Whereupon the Cardinall to eſcape all puniſhment that 
might happen to be inflifted vpon him, hee preſently flee to _ - 
Agria a Cittyin Hungaty, whereof he was Archbiſhop & lined 
there untill the death of lulio the ſecond then Pope of Rome, to 
auoyde his fury ayho was much incenſed agamſt him , And becauſe 
Arioſto woald not followe him thither , as other of h1s ſeruants 
in his ranke did,he tooke it maruellou(ly ill at his hanas , ana«ca- 
ſting him from fauour pon ſo ſleight an occaſion, gave the Poet 
a groun# for his invention. 
The ſccondcauſe of his diſcontentment was,that he being of ve- 
familiar and inward acquaintance with the Medices of Flo- 
age which family two were Popes in his time, the one Leo. 
the tenth,the other Clement the ſenenth, both which he follows. 
ed in pood will, and ood themin preate ſtead as well when they. 
were baniſhed their country,as when they lined as private men in 
their owne citty:but when he ſawe his expectation was deceied, 
and that he found them not ſo reaay to requtte his ſeruice as bim- 
[elfe imagined he had(and that rightly)deſerned , he gaue them 
oner quickly and left the Romane Court,retyring him{cife to line 
prinatly in Florence . For ahoue all things he louca not to daunce 
lone attendance at the Court for any preferment , neither would 
hebe bound(longer then he pleaſed unto any man , although hee 
might haue had nener ſo much,he prizing his liberty at ſo high a 
rate,as he efteemed the ſame more then the beſt Cardinals bat in 
Rome as humſelfe in his ſecond Satyre affirmeth more plain'y, 
The thir 1 cauſe which made hm paſſuonate.was this: his father 
dying ,l:{t kim a greate charge and very little lining, there being 
fine brothers of them,and as many ſitters (beſides his old mother) 
all which lay wpon his hands to prouide for them, which was no 
ſmall 
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ſmall corſuue onto him to be troubled with ſo many worldly buſi- 

neſſes, he beeing cinen by natureto eaſe ana toſit quietly at his 
bookezand this greeued him ſo mach,as oftentimes he was giumg 
oner his ſtudy cleane, meaning to follow the world another while, 
had it not beene that he was perſwaded tothe contrary by a gen- 
tleman a deave friend and kinſman of his, whom he dearely loued, 
called Pandolfo Arioſto,who/e death afterward he very much 
lamented, 

The fourth cauſe of diſcontentment was, he was much galled 
with the loue of women , whereunto he was a little too much g1- 
wen jt berg awveniall ſrnne among#t the Italians; yet is he the ra- 
ther to be pardoned.in that he often confeſseth his fault and ſhew- 
eth himſeife to be ſorry for the ſame, wiſhing that he could haue 
amended it:and alſo becauſe he dewoted himſelfe unto the ſernice 
of ſuch as were honorable as was that moſt faire and vertuous wi- 
dow deſcended of the noble family of the Lapi in Florence, as hee 
himſelf teſtifieth in one of his Canzons gn which he celebrateth the
